Northeast Digs Out After Blizzard 


Roofs become a worry 
after storm dumps 
up to 3 feet of snow 


Newport, R.I. 

Travel eased and life slowly returned 
to normal for most New Englanders 
after a massive blizzard, but many 
remained without power in cold and 
darkened homes and a forecast of rain 
brought a new worry: Weight piling 
up dangerously on roofs already bur- 
dened by heavy snow. 

The storm that slammed into the 
region with up to 3 feet of snow was 
blamed for at least 14 deaths in the 
Northeast and Canada and brought 
some of the highest accumulations 
ever recorded. Still, coastal areas were 
largely spared catastrophic damage 
despite being lashed by waves and 
hurricane-force wind gusts. 

Hundreds of people, their homes 
without heat or electricity, were forced 
to take refuge in emergency shelters. 

“For all the complaining everyone 
does, people really came through,” 
said Rich Dinsmore, 65, of Newport, 
R.I., who was at a Red Cross shelter. 

Dinsmore, who has emphysema, 
was brought by ambulance to a hos- 
pital after the medical equipment he 
relies on failed when the power went 
out Friday. 

Crews raced to restore power Sun- 
day to more than 300,000 customers

Not the Worst 

The weekend storm that walloped 
the Northeast was not as bad as some 
of the forecasts led many to fear and 
not as dire as the Blizzard of ’78, used 
by longtime New Englanders as the 
benchmark by which winter storms are 
measured. One big difference is that the 
1978 storm caught people by surprise, 
leaving many stranded on the highways, 
said Keith Seitter of the American Me- 
teorological Society. This time, pre- 
ventive steps, such as closing schools, 
helped to save lives and make road- 
clearing easier, experts said, (ap) 


— down from 650,000 in eight states 
at the height of the storm. In hard- 
est-hit Massachusetts, where some 
234,000 customers remained without 
power Sunday, officials said some of 
the outages might linger until Tuesday. 

Boston recorded 24.9 inches of 
snow, making it the fifth-largest storm 
in the city since records were kept. 

On eastern Long Island, which 
was hit with as much as 30 inch- 
es of snow, hundreds of snowplows 
and other heavy equipment were sent 
in Sunday to clear highways where 
hundreds of cars were abandoned. 

Driving bans were lifted and 
flights resumed at major air- 
ports in the region, though many 
flights were still canceled Sunday.

Advocates fear that 
without tax dollars, 
project won't happen 

Annapolis, Md. 

Last week’s news that without 
additional tax revenue Maryland 
would halt design work on a light- 
rail line between Montgomery 
and Prince George’s counties has 
renewed fears that the proposed 
Purple Line might never make it 
off the drawing board. 

In the past decade, more than 
$100 million has been spent on 
planning the line, but if those 
efforts are put on hold because of 
a shortage of state money, Mary- 
land’s bid for at least $1 billion in 
critical — and competitive — fed- 
eral construction aid could be jeop- 
ardized. 

Unless the state increases rev- 
enue for transportation, “I think 
the project would need to be 
rethought,” said Tom Farasy, board 
chairman of the Purple Rail Alli- 
ance, a coalition of Prince George’s 
business leaders. 

“We’re in the [federal funding] 
pipeline,” Farasy said. “At some 
point, the project has to show how 
it will get funded. If nothing hap- 
pens this year, it’s a signal. It’s not 
a very good signal.” 

To win federal money, the Mary- 
land Transit Administration must 
prove that the state can pay its half 
of the 16 -mile line’s construction 
costs, now estimated at $2.15 bil- 
lion. Maryland transit officials have 
said the state can’t afford that with- 
out additional tax revenue to fund 
highway and transit construction. 


Long-Term Goal 

Montgomery officials are try- 
ing to accommodate population 
growth without increasing traf- 
fic congestion by allowing taller 
buildings to be built near light- 
rail stations. Prince George’s of- 
ficials have said they are hopeful 
that Purple Line stations would 
encourage economic develop- 
ment and help rejuvenate com- 
munities such as Riverdale Park 
and College Park, (twp) 


Purple Line advocates say they 
have reason to be optimistic, even 
though Gov. Martin O’Malley was 
unsuccessful last year when he pro- 
posed raising transportation funds 
by applying the state’s 6 percent 
sales tax to gasoline. The Gener- 
al Assembly hasn’t increased the 


state’s 23.5-cent-per-gallon gas tax 
— which is separate from the gen- 
eral sales tax — since 1992. 

Most notably, support for a Pur- 
ple Line has recently grown more 
vocal and organized, particularly 
among Prince George’s business 
leaders. The light-rail line would run 
between Bethesda and New Car- 
rollton, with 21 stations in between. 

It promises to be a tough fight. 
Of Maryland voters, 73 percent 
said they would oppose a 10-cent 
increase in the state’s gas tax, 
according to a recent poll by Gon- 
zales Research & Marketing Strat- 
egies. In a January 2012 Washing- 
ton Post poll, 72 percent opposed 
a 10-cent increase, although oppo- 
sition dropped to 50 percent for a 
5-cent increase, katherine shaver

Mayor Gray: It’s Time for 
D.C. to Rethink CFO Role 


Washington 

Days after announcing a budget 
surplus and near-record levels of 
reserves, Mayor Vincent Gray said 
he wants to discuss changing a key 
element of the District’s two-decade 
fiscal turnaround: its independent 
chief financial officer. 

To a degree unheard of in most 
cities, the District’s CFO is struc- 
turally insulated from political 
pressure. Appointed by the mayor 
and confirmed by the council, the 
chief financial officer can be fired 
only for cause and has total control 
of the city’s financial operations. 

But, in an interview. Gray said 
returning direct control of city 
finances to its elected leaders 
should be considered. 


“I think the financial operations 
should be an inherent part of the 
government — that is, the executive 
[branch] with oversight by the leg- 
islative,” he told Washington Post 
reporters and editors last week. 

Gray discussed his thoughts 
on the CFO’s role 
as part of a dis- 
cussion on the 
search to replace 
Natwar Gandhi, 
Nfc _ W f who announced 
1 this month that 
Gandhi he would retire in 
June. 

The mayor said he has been 
in talks with a person whom 
he’d like to lead a “wide search” 
for Gandhi’s replacement.

A Tough Target 
For investors 


Unloading guns 
from your portfolio 
is no easy matter 

Personal Finance 

Are guns in your investment port- 
folio? It’s an issue that politicians 
and gun-control advocates are rais- 
ing after recent mass shootings 
prompted calls for tougher laws. 

Chicago Mayor Rahm Emanu- 
el wrote letters to six mutual fund 
companies asking them to sell their 
stock in gun manufacturers Smith 
& Wesson and Sturm, Ruger & Co. 

Whatever one thinks about gun 
control, though, removing guns 
from a portfolio on moral grounds 
isn’t always a simple matter. 

Legal Hurdles 

There would be other potential 
costs if fund companies or 401(k) 
managers were to sell gun-maker 
stocks in response to controversy. 
These companies have obligations 
to serve the financial interests of 
individuals with varying opinions 
about guns. 

For employers sponsoring 
401(k) plans, their hands can be 
tied unless the plan has a mandate 
to avoid investing in gun makers. 

Many funds have a legal desig- 
nation requiring them to act in the 
best financial interests of their cli- 
ents. That obligation is a chief con- 
cern cited by Vanguard, among the 
companies that Emanuel is pres- 
suring. A Vanguard spokeswoman 
said mutual funds “are not optimal 
agents to address social change.” 

Index Funds 

Making changes gets more com- 
plicated with low-cost index funds. 

For example. Vanguard is the 
biggest manager of index funds, 
and its Small-Cap Index Fund is 
the largest fund owner of Smith 
& Wesson shares. 

Vanguard owns stakes in nearly 



17 % 

The average annualized return that 
Smith & Wesson has posted over the 
past 10 years, compared with the 
8 percent return of the broader mar- 
ket. Similarly, Sturm, Ruger & Co., 
the largest publicly traded gun com- 
pany, has returned an annualized 
23 percent over that time. 


every publicly traded U.S. compa- 
ny. That’s also the case with other 
large fund companies that own 
hundreds or even thousands of 
stocks. The more broadly diversi- 
fied a fund is, the greater the like- 
lihood you’ll find something in the 
portfolio that you dislike. 

Careful Investing 

If you want active management, 
check the fund’s latest holdings 
online for any gun stocks. Be aware 
that the manager could later invest 
in them, unless the fund has a spe- 
cific mandate to avoid gun makers. 

Better yet, invest in funds that 
explicitly avoid certain stocks based 
on moral criteria. Some larger com- 
panies, including Vanguard, offer 
funds that seek to invest based on 
social objectives. Dozens of small- 
er companies specialize in social- 
ly responsible investing, offering 
funds that can screen out gun- and 
tobacco-related stocks. 

If you’re a 401(k) investor and 
find that your plan doesn’t offer 
such options, ask your employ- 
er to consider adding them.

Finding the 
Perfect Mix 

Obama took heat over his initial staff 
picks. Will his next few be more diverse? 


Washington 

President Barack Obama’s first round 
of picks for administration vacan- 
cies offered up a parade of white men 
poised to join his inner circle. That’s 
an image the president aims to shed 
during a second round of nominations 
to Cabinet and other senior posts. 

Obama is said to be consider- 
ing women, Latinos and openly gay 
candidates for some of the top slots 
that remain. 

Last week, Obama nominated Sally 
Jewell, chief executive of Recreation- 
al Equipment Inc., to head the Inte- 
rior Department. 

It was a small step toward rebal- 
ancing the male dominance of his 
early nominations at the State Depart- 
ment (Sen. John Kerry), Treasury Qack 
Lew) and the Pentagon (former Sen. 
Chuck Hagel) — the three top posts 
in the Cabinet. 

Obama also named white men to 
other crucial positions last month, 
nominating John Brennan to be 
CIA director and appointing Denis 


McDonough as his new chief of staff. 

Those personnel decisions stood 
out not only because the posts are so 
high-profile but because Obama has 
pledged to bring a racial and gender 
mix to his team and because he won 
a second term last year thanks to a 
broad coalition of women, Hispanics 
and other minorities. 

Obama and his aides bristle at 
the suggestion that the president is 
reversing his own diversity advanc- 
es and say any criticism is prema- 
ture and does not take into account 
his efforts in other areas of govern- 
ment. Also, about 50 percent of White 
House employees are women. 

Obama appears sensitive to the 
image that his selections create: At 
a news conference last month, he 
argued that, in his first term, women 
were particularly influential in his for- 
eign policy and health-care initiatives. 

He noted that his secretary of 
homeland security is a woman, Janet 
Napolitano, and that he nominated 
two women to the Supreme Court. 

“I would just suggest that every-

Two women may be on Obama’s 
short list to fill posts at the Commerce 
Department and his White House 
budget office. 

Speculation is building that 
Obama will tap Penny Pritzker, a 


Chicago businesswoman and fund- 
raiser, for commerce secretary. Her 
name emerged in 2008 as a potential 
commerce secretary, but Obama chose 
former Washington Gov. Gary Locke. 

His top candidate to lead the White 
House Office of Management and 
Budget is said to be Sylvia Mathews 
Burwell, a former Clinton adminis- 
tration official who is now the pres- 
ident of the Wal-Mart Foundation. 

The composition of a Cabinet and 
the president’s inner circle garners so 
much attention because they serve 
as a symbolic mirror of the country. 

“People speak specifically about 
looking carefully at what President 
Obama is doing and holding him to 
a certain standard, but I think the 
bigger reality is that going forward, 
every president will be held to that 
standard, or should be held to that 
standard,” said Karen Finney, a Dem- 
ocratic strategist. 

“You want to have a staff that 
reflects diversity. Different perspec- 
tives around the table help make bet- 
ter decisions.” (ap)

League-worst Caps 
show signs of life in 
a 5-0 win vs. Florida 

Capitals 

Not much has gone right for the 
Capitals through the first quar- 
ter of the season, but on Satur- 
day things turned around in a big 
way in a 5-0 win over the Flori- 
da Panthers. At 3-8-1, Washing- 
ton is still the NHL’s worst team, 
but solid performances like Satur- 
day’s could lead to a resurrection. 
Here’s what went right: 

Solid Goaltending 

Goalies Michal Neuvirth and 
Braden Holtby have struggled this 
season, especially when the Capi- 
tals need them most. Throughout 
the season, both have allowed soft 
goals at inopportune times, start- 
ing a chain of unfortunate events 
that has usually ended in defeat. 

Holtby didn’t allow any goals 
Saturday, stopping 27 shots for 
his fourth career shutout. In the 
first period, Holtby made a glove 
save on Panthers forward Kris Ver- 
steeg during a 2-on-l that Capitals 
coach Adam Oates later pointed to 
as a pivotal moment in the game. 

“The first save was a big one,” 
he said. “That is what we needed.” 

Discipline 

On Friday, general manager 
George MePhee cited his team’s 
“undisciplined” play as one of 
the main culprits behind the slow 
start. Entering Saturday’s game, 
Washington had allowed an NHL- 
high 15 power-play goals and its 
70.6 percent success rate on the 
penalty kill was 27th out of 30. 
Against the Panthers, however, 
the Capitals limited their oppo- 
nent to a season-low two power- 
play opportunities and killed off 
both. 

“That was a large key tonight,” 
forward Troy Brouwer said. “The 


kill was good and we’re able to 
build momentum off that, espe- 
cially when it hasn’t been so stel- 
lar lately.” 

Balanced Attack 

Noticing “a good rhythm,” Oates 
rolled all four forward lines Satur- 
day and received contribution from 


up and down the lineup. Seven for- 
wards factored onto the scoresheet 
and four different Capitals scored; 
Brouwer scored twice, Mathieu Per- 
reault earned his first two points 
of the season (one goal, one assist) 
and Alex Ovechkin added his first 
even-strength goal of the year, 
snapping an 11-game drought — 


the second-longest of his career. 

When asked if Saturday’s per- 
formance could be considered the 
prototype for his system, Oates said 
it was “very close.” 

“We did a lot of things well,” 
he added. “We didn’t give them a 
lot of chances, which is the goal.”

KATHY CALVIN was 26 years old when she 
became Sen. Gary Hart’s press secretary. After 
his failed presidential bid, she moved to U.S. 
News & World Report when it was introduc- 
ing content online. That spawned a deep inter- 
est in the Internet, and she went on to run 
the communications office at AOL. In 2003, 
she became an executive at the U.N. Foun- 
dation. After five years of heading the foun- 
dation’s operations, she is taking its top job. 

Which business skills are most helpful in 
leading a nonprofit with a global mission? 

In business, you have to get things done. 
There’s a bottom line, and you’re measured. 


Sometimes in the government or nonprof- 
it world, getting things done isn’t as high- 
ly valued as talking and getting consensus. 

Secondly, I learned the value of incen- 
tivizing. One of the things that was bril- 
liant about AOL was that everyone got stock 
as part of the employment package. It put 
a value on the best idea coming forward. 

Thirdly, I recognize that what was hap- 
pening in business is now happening in 
the nonprofit sector. That was the democ- 
ratization of everything, whether it was the 
democratization of finance and the stock 
market with e-Trade, the democratization of 
selling with online sales. We’re now seeing 
that same democratization in the nonprof- 
it world, where the big institutions need to 
make room for and listen to the individuals. 

Are there any skills that don’t translate? 

The thing I learned at AOL, which I’m sure 
is not true for many companies, is that 



everything we’re doing is a marathon and 
not a sprint. To have the long-term vision, 
as well as the short term, is not so common 
in business. 

How have you grown as a leader since your 
days as a press secretary for Gary Hart? 

I’ve always been a big champion of women 
in the workforce and their advancement. I

One benefit to earning 
a homeland security 
degree in the D.C. area: 
the experts on hand 

Degrees 

Maria AbuZeid Ruttig had worked 
on drug trafficking missions, and 
she’d worked on search-and-res- 
cue operations. She’d helped to 
secure U.S. ports and been staffed 
at a terrorist-screening center. In 
her job with the U.S. Coast Guard, 
AbuZeid Ruttig had seen plenty, 
but she wanted to see more. 

Specifically, she wanted to learn 
more about security issues such 
as food safety and bioterrorism, 
issues that just aren’t as common 
when you work on the high seas. 
So AbuZeid Ruttig decided to go 
to grad school. 


“It broadens your perspective, 
because you see aspects of secu- 
rity you wouldn’t normally see,” 
says AbuZeid Ruttig, who, in 2007, 
enrolled in the University of Mary- 
land University College (Umuc.edu) 


to earn a graduate certificate in 
homeland security management. 

D.C. -area universities have a 
big advantage when it comes to 
homeland security degrees: their

proximity to agency headquar- 
ters. Professors have resumes clut- 
tered with such acronyms as CIA, 
FBI and DHS, which allows them 
to bring real-world experiences to 
the classroom. 

And so do students. Many grad 
programs require students to have 
an impressive resume in the secu- 
rity field and make it easy for stu- 


dents to earn a degree while they 
continue their work. 

AbuZeid Ruttig was able to com- 
plete the classes she needed for a 
graduate certificate online. 

“It was a lot harder in some ways 
than the brick-and-mortar classroom 
type [of degree], but for me it was 
more convenient,” AbuZeid Ruttig 
says. Especially when she had her 
first child, then was transferred to 
Detroit in the middle of getting her 
degree, which she completed in 2010. 


Now 40 and living in Crofton, 
Md., Lt. AbuZeid Ruttig is an intel- 
ligence officer in the Coast Guard 
and plans to return to school this 
fall. She’ll take the additional cours- 
es needed to earn a Master of Sci- 
ence in homeland security manage- 
ment at UMUC (Bit.ly/WuTm4n). 

AbuZeid Ruttig decided to con- 
tinue, in part, to bolster her career. 
“It looks better for promotion if 
you have your master’s,” she says. 

Stephanie Wehrheim, 30, also 


wanted to get a master’s to further 
her career — and also didn’t want 
to stop working to do it. 

Wehrheim’s resume already 
included work in emergency man- 
agement for the American Red 
Cross, and she was consulting 
with Booz Allen Hamilton when 
she decided to go back to school. 

She chose George Washington 
University’s master’s degree in secu- 
rity and safety leadership (Cps.gwu 
.edu/security-leadership) because 


the program is designed for full-time 
students with day jobs. “[GWU] 
really caters to people who are work- 
ing,” Wehrheim says. “They under- 
stand the pressure we have at work 
in addition to school stuff.” 

Wehrheim brought a wealth of 
experience to the classroom, and 
so did her peers. Applicants typi- 
cally need at least two years of on- 
the-job experience, says Freder- 
ic Lemieux, program director at 
GWU. Many students come with a 
background in police work or fire- 
fighting, he says, or, like Wehrhe- 
im, private-sector security work. 

Veterans returning from Iraq 
or Afghanistan also find a home 
in GWU’s program. “We give them 
a springboard to reinstate them- 
selves in society,” Lemieux says.

Wehrheim says that most of 
her professors were also working 
professionals, still employed in 
defense, intelligence and security 
positions while teaching. 

“They were realistic in what they 
asked of us and had really awesome 
experiences that they could apply 
to the classroom,” Wehrheim says. 

“It’s fantastic to be able to tap 
into that wealth of experience,” says 
Lorenzo Falciani, 33, who gradu- 
ated from GWU in January 2012 
with a master’s degree in securi- 
ty and safety leadership. He’s now 
a security consultant for Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers in New York City. 

After 10 years consulting in 
aerospace defense in his native 
Italy, Falciani came to GWU to 
enhance his career. 

Why here? “In D.C., the public 
agencies are a step ahead in securi- 
ty,” he says. “There’s a stronger need.” 

American University professors 
take that real-world experience to 
another level. 

During the final semester of 
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American’s international affairs 
master’s program (Tinyurl.com/ 
cydSbop), students can participate 
in a capstone course led by profes- 
sors who work in the field. The stu- 
dents’ mission (should they chose 
to accept it) is to combine forces to 
put together a report for a govern- 
ment agency or corporate entity. 

This fall, 12 students sorted 
through “over 1,100 propaganda 
pieces from al-Qaeda to under- 
stand the different al-Qaeda affil- 
iated organizations’ relation to al- 
Qaeda’s core,” says Professor David 
Martin-McCormick, who teaches 


intelligence and national-securi- 
ty courses at American University. 

“They held their own with 
[Defense Intelligence Agency] 
experts on al-Qaeda” when they 
presented their findings, he says. 
They did so well, in fact, they have 
been asked to make a similar pre- 
sentation to the CIA. 

Martin-McCormick often draws 
on his 37 years of experience work- 
ing in U.S. intelligence to create sim- 
ulation exercises for his students. In 
a terrorism class, for example, he 
breaks the students into two teams: 
one team of terrorists to launch an

attack on the U.S., and a team of 
government workers to try to fig- 
ure it out and stop them. 

While the terrorist team plans 
their attack, Martin-McCormick 
gives the government team moun- 
tains of intel to scour. 

“The government has to come 
to grips with an enormous amount 
of information,” Martin-McCor- 
mick says. 

In order to replicate the chal- 
lenges real intelligence officers face, 
the professor gives the students 
“some wrong intel, some late, some 
inconsistent, some missing ... and 


they have to sort through all of it.” 

This year, the government team 
stopped the terrorists, and both 
teams learned firsthand that art 
does not imitate life. 

“You can’t just draw off some- 
thing like a Hollywood story and 
pull off a terrorist attack,” Martin- 
McCormick says. 

So does that mean homeland 
security intelligence work isn’t an 
action-packed world of covert mis- 
sions going down at “Zero Dark 
Thirty”? 

“It’s a lot of reading,” AbuZeid

POSITION: Member of the displays

WHAT HE DOES: 

Calloway and his 
colleagues create the 
vegetative displays at the 
Botanic Garden, including 
the topiary animals on view 
during the holiday season. He 
also helps care for all of the garden’s 
plants by growing new seedlings, 
transplanting older seedlings and 
watering all the plants, including 
those at its 85,000-square-foot off- 
site facility. 

HOWHEGOTTHIS JOB: Tm one 

of the lucky ones," Calloway says. 
Most of the Botanic Garden’s 30- 
some gardeners and horticulturists 


have horticulture degrees (offered 
at nearby schools including 
Northern Virginia Community 
College). Calloway actually started 
as a laborer, moving boxes around, 
sweeping up leaves, emptying trash 
cans and the like. 

He worked his way up slowly, first 
to groundskeeping and gardening. 
Because of his interest in topiaries, a 
few of the higher-up staff members 
gave Calloway an on-the-job 
education: “A lot of ad- 
vanced gardeners showed 
me a lot of things, and I 
began to repeat what they 
said to do," he says. A year 
ago, he landed a job on the dis- 
plays team. 

“When I first started here, I al- 
ways imagined myself [creating the 
displays] and people thanking me for 
my work," he says. “It was kind of a 
dream come true." 

WHO WOULD WANT THIS JOB: 

Patience is required for growing 
topiaries. Calloway starts with a frame 
shaped like an animal. That frame is 
filled with sphagnum moss (a growing 


medium) and then planted with 
seedlings. “You go into McDonald’s, 
you get it right away, but if you want a 
good meal, it takes time," he says. 

And it’s kind of a rush, Calloway 
says, to help something grow. “It kind 
of gives you that God syndrome to 
watch that grow from a little seed and 
say, ‘Wow, I did that ... I planted this 
tree and I was taller than that tree — 
and the tree’s 20 feet tall now.’ ’’ 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 

Take a horticulture class or pursue 
a degree in the subject from a local 
school. You can get a degree online 
from Oregon State (Bit.ly/WPiZYC). 
Calloway learned on the job and 
continues to learn. “I take different 
courses here and there. You can do 
bonsai, you can have your own little 
garden." The Botanic Garden recruits 
volunteers (Usbg.gov/opportunities 
-us-botanic-garden) who have a 
horticulture degree or a Master 
Gardener certificate, which you can 
get from colleges around the country, 
including the University of Maryland 
(Mastergardener.umd.edu).

The 
National Business Services Alli- 
ance (Nbsalliance.com) has a job- 
match survey that compares a per- 


son’s work interests and personal 
characteristics to hundreds of job 
profiles, providing them with a list 
of best-fit jobs. After users finish 
identifying work interests, they can 
identify their transferable skills and 
see enhanced job-match results.

The Labor Department has an 
online tool to help people consider 
career options related to their origi- 
nal career. By entering your current

It also lets you nar- 
row your search based on certain 
work-related characteristics and 
even list locations by ZIP code.

Virginia connects 
on 11 of 19 3-pointers 
in win at Maryland 

College Hoops 

Virginia’s stingy defense wasn’t 
up to form — and it didn’t matter. 

Joe Harris scored 22 points, and 
the Cavaliers showed their flexibility 
with an uncharacteristic lights-out 
shooting performance in an 80-69 
win over Maryland on Sunday. 

Virginia, which leads the ACC 
in fewest points allowed per game, 
gave up a season high. Yet the Cav- 
aliers (17-6, 7-3) never trailed after 
halftime in their fourth- straight 
win over the Terrapins (17-7, 5-6). 

Perhaps the most significant 
aspect of the win was the fash- 
ion in which it was accomplished. 
The Cavaliers weren’t sharp defen- 
sively, but they shot 26 for 48 from 
the floor — including 11 for 19 on 
3-point tries. 


Justin Anderson scored 17, Akil 
Mitchell added 13 and Paul Jesper- 
son contributed 12 points on 4-for- 
4 shooting from beyond the arc. 

“We’re not an offensive jugger- 
naut, but we needed that because 
we gave up 69 points,” coach Tony 
Bennett said. “That was not par- 
ticularly a great defensive effort. 
I’ll be honest with you, especially 
down the stretch. That’s OK. We 
had enough to get away with it, 
but we’ve got to tighten up.” 

It was only the third time this sea- 
son, and the first since Nov. 20, that 
Virginia scored at least 80 points. 

“I think we got into a good flow 
today,” Harris said. “Everyone was 
moving really well without the 
ball. We shot well as a team and 
kept scoring.” 

The victory gave the Cavaliers a 
one-game lead over idle North Car- 
olina in the ACC and got them with- 
in a half-game of Duke, which faced 
Boston College on Sunday night.

A report commissioned by Joe 
Paterno’s family says the late coach 
did nothing wrong in his handling 
of the Jerry Sandusky child sex 
abuse scandal and portrays Pater- 
no as the victim of a “rush to injus- 
tice” created by former FBI direc- 
tor Louis Freeh’s investigation of 
the case for Penn State. 

The family’s critique, released 
Sunday, argues that the findings 
of the Freeh report published last 
July were unsupported by the facts. 

Former U.S. Attorney Gener- 
al Dick Thornburgh, one of the 
experts assembled by the family’s 
lawyer to review Freeh’s report last 
year to Penn State, called the doc- 
ument fundamentally flawed and 
incomplete. 

Freeh’s report reached “inaccu- 
rate and unfounded findings relat- 
ed to Mr. Paterno and its numerous 
process-oriented deficiencies was a

rush to injustice and calls into ques- 
tion” the investigation’s credibility, 
Thornburgh was quoted as saying. 

In a statement released Sun- 
day through a spokesman, Freeh 
defended his work. 

“I stand by our conclusion that 
four of the most powerful people at 
Penn State failed to protect against 
a child sexual predator harming 
children for over a decade,” he said. 


Paterno’s family released what 
it billed as an exhaustive response 
to Freeh’s work, based on inde- 
pendent analyses, on the website 
Paterno.com. 

“We conclude that the observa- 
tions as to Joe Paterno in the Freeh 
report are unfounded,” the fami- 
ly’s report said, “and have done a 
disservice not only to Joe Pater- 
no and the university communi- 
ty, but also to the victims of Jerry 
Sandusky and the critical mission 
of educating the public on the dan- 
gers of child sexual victimization.” 

Freeh’s findings also implicat- 
ed former administrators in uni- 
versity president Graham Spanier, 
athletic director Tim Curley and 
retired vice president Gary Schultz. 
Less than two weeks after the 
Freeh report was released in July, 
the NCAA acted with uncharacter- 
istic speed in levying massive sanc- 
tions against the football program 
for the scandal, genaro c. armas (ap)

‘Bizarre Foods America’ 
host Andrew Zimmern 
Loves snakehead and 
District food trucks 


Television 

Andrew Zimmern is no stranger to 
D.C. The fearless host of “Bizarre 
Foods America” comes here multi- 
ple times a year to visit Travel Chan- 
nel’s headquarters in Chevy Chase. So 
he wasn’t surprised by the “bizarre” 
foods he ate last summer as he filmed 
a D.C .-based episode for the season 7 
premiere of his show (Mon., 9 p.m., 
Travel Channel). 


For others — Washingtonians 
included! — the episode will be eye- 
opening. “A lot of locals are just now 
discovering the depth and breadth of 
Latin food, African food, Asian food 
in their own town,” he says. “The rest 
of America is just now understand- 
ing what an international food scene 
Washington, D.C., represents.” We 
asked Zimmern to heap more praise 
onto our city’s culinary scene. 

What were some of the highlights of 
shooting in D.C.? 

I got to spend a couple days with my 
friend Jose Andres. I cooked in two 
of his restaurants with him. And I 
got to check out the food truck scene.

Washington has a much more vibrant 
food truck scene than most cities and 
the quality is very high. I got to kill 
snakehead. Of almost all the inva- 
sive species in America, this is the 
one that should most obviously be on 
every restaurant menu in the nation. 


What other dining experiences here 
stuck with you? 

Eating in the Salvadoran communi- 
ty. My friend took me to a restaurant 
called La Chiquita [in Takoma Park], 
which was superb. Restaurants like La 
Chiquita, that are off the main drag, 
are unknown to most of the Beltway 
crowd. They’re missing out on really 
spectacular, fresh food.
